During his visit to Colombia, February 24 th -26 th , 2011, 
Senate Finance Committee Chairman Max Baucus (D- 
MT) discussed the importance of U.S. approval of the 
pending free trade agreement (FTA). In a speech to 
Colombian business leaders in Bogota on the 25 th , 
Baucus stated: 

"Colombia is not only a strategic ally. It is also a large 
and growing market for U.S. farmers, ranchers and 
entrepreneurs... While the United States has delayed 
this FTA, Colombia has forged ahead with new ones. It 
has implemented an FTA with Brazil and Argentina, it 
has signed FTAs with the European Union and 
Canada, and it has launched FTA negotiations with 
Korea, Panama and Singapore. While the United 
States has delayed this FTA, China has tripled its share 
of the Colombian market. It is now Colombia's second 
largest trading partner."
